H6ii. Mr. Hiiiii|)hroyH said that in tho 
CDUr.su (if tliu I'Miiance Miiiiator's re- 
iiiarL-.M ho had .statod that he (Hon Mr, 
fluinphruys) wa.s tho lirat luau to make a 
personal i.itt;u;k in llie House. 
Hon. Mi: Davie— Hear, he;ir. 
Llui). Mr. iiuiiiphruys — The remarks 
aro not addressed' to you; you .can speak 
when your turn comes. The hon. FinaiicK 
Minister liad, as he before said, 
claimed that lie ( Hon. H.) had been the 
lir.it. to make n ]ior,annid attack. 
Hon. Mr. Kolison— llcir, lieai-. 
Iliin Mr. HuniplnoyH -'I'lie Finance 
Minister was tlie lii'sl to ni.iUe a personal 
litUick in referring; to the fact that he had 
not had any linaneial transiictioiis witli 
him (Mr. H ), and was glad of it. How- 
itidr^ry-t'hese-remHrkB^ had- been withdrawn, 
i^ Hatf boon those Used by' Hi uiaelf. But 
);he:Othor iiitflU he h.id sliown himself in 
another lif^ht, • Ueferrii^j: lo thiMiualitica- 
tions necua.sary for a l''i)iance Minister, he 
(Hon. II.) said that it was not n recom- 
mendation to have made n conspicuous 
faihiro in buNiiieas. After drawing some 
deductions, wiiieh cau.sed considerable de- 
risive laiii,'hter from ijovennubnt benches, 
the speaker said that hia reioarkH in ref- 
orenco to tlie Finance Minister had been 
altogefclior of a political nature, and not 
personal, us had b<jon the attacks made ujion 
him (Hon. H.) by tho iimmco niiiiiatur. 
The latter, he claimed, was nut a lit and 
pro{i^r per^QU to fill tho position of finance 
minister. Ho (TSIr. H.) had Hud a politi- 
cal career of twenty yenia and ho had fro- 
(juenlly clialleiiL'tHl hia puhticil opponents 
to point mil one iii.staiicu wliure he bad 
ever received one cent or one acre of land 
dishoneally. lie trusted that the [iresent 
tinunco minister would be able tocballeiigu 
a similar statemqnt at the end of his term. 
If he was il'oTihou replied to he would be 
happy to say "well done, good and faitli- 
fid .'iei-vant. " Tiiore was one matter that 
he would refer to before sitting down, 
and that waa tho Nicola hill which had 
pa.ssed the liouse, in which the finance 
minister wu, intero.ited. 'Phis was disrep- 
utable' if not piditieally dishonest, and if 
a copy of the bill wa.s trannniittod to some 
eonipelenl. aiitli.ority in England it wtmUl 
be found th.tt .■iiicli w.is the case. 

rion. Mr. 'rurner — That has already 
been done. 

Hon.' Mr. Humphreys — I very much 
doubt it. The explosion yestoi-day in 
wliich'ttiei,J(S^£l^yi;; !§f l-Jj^ip . opposition was 
concerned was*^ brought about altogether 
by the ungeiillemany conduct of the fin- 
ance minister, who refu.sed to acknowledge 
the mistake lie iiad made in regard to tlie 
warrants, in tho matter of payments to Mr. 
Do Cosmos. The reports had slKjwn him 
to bo ;wrong (cries of no, no) and he 
aliould hiivb acknowledged it. - lie would 
Iti anvendniunt to the motion that Mr. 
Speaker do leave the chair, the following, 
seconded by Mr. McLeeso: "That the 
government have been remiss in their 
duty in not olt'ering a hnnns for artesinn 
wells in the interior of the jiruvinco.'' 

Mr. Martin wtis disapituiiited with the 
speech of tho hon. member for Comox, 
for ho had expected that after hia boast 
the other day about his oratorical powois, 
something good would, have . ^falleu from 
his lips. J lis whr)le ' remarks, however, 
had been directed in ;i personal attack 
against the hon. mini.ster of tinanco. The 
latter gentleman was iniilu eom])etent to 
defend himself and had done so in a very 
able, uiumier. Tho hon. mombur for 
Com<^x had complained ji about the. course 
puniiied^y |fe k)vei:hrtleijt in [regaid t<» 
theNicma imning landa'blll.' - . That fill 
was one calculated to develop the mineral 
resources of tlie jn oviiice, and especially 
of Yale district, and hc(JIr. M.)was very 
pleased to sou th&bill puss as unaniinously 
as it did atid. hp would have beuii sorry to 
hnye return'^ his constituents in case 
rSf jits defeat. CHoar. j ^ Tti^ h^u. ^ mem- 
ber for Comox'had charged tHe finance 
minister with being a bankrupt all hit 
life. This brought to mind tlio proverb, 
"those who lived in glass houses should 
never throw stones, " and looking back on 
the record of the hon. member for Comox 
it would ikppear that hp had been bankrupt 
ever since he had entered politics. (Hear.) 
His colleague, the senior member for 
Yale, bad complained about roads not 
having lioey cunstructed into sundry now 
mining cam[)3 in the Yale district. Al- 
thoiigli not wishing to iiiiderrato the 
claims that the district may have to ruada 
to assist in the development of the ditler- 
,ent mining camps yet he might quote for 
example the following ; 'rhe government 
were petitioned to build a voi-y expensive 
road into Clranite Creek nonio two years 
ago and the petition was jircaonted by his 
hon. colleague. He would ask what 
position the governuient would have been 
in if they had granted that petition; 
for sorry as ho was to say it, that promis- 
ing . mining camp had turned out a lizzie 
as regards a large population. Such mav 
prove to bo case with Rock Creek, though 
he was of opinion that it would turn out 
a second Cariboo, yet lie cmiaidored that 
that the appropriation jilacod on the esti- 
mates by the goverment is sutlicient until 
is satisfacturily. shown that Rock Crook 
is likely toibe, (what we all wish it to be) 
a pormanontand prosperous mining camp. 
(Hoar, hoar.) Tlie hon. member for Cari- 
boo, Mr. McLoese, in his speeoti had ro 
ferred to tlio course pursued by tlie In- 
dian department as to tho rights of Indians 
selling hay, etc., from off then- rcHorves. 
It did iiot matter what course waa pur 
sued that hon. gentleman was incorrect as 
to date, becauBO the Indians in tlie Yale 
district had t^'^is certain knowledge sold 
hay and 'obrdWood off their reserves 
within the last tliroo moiillis. ('Hear, 
ha>\r.) With regard to the government 
not acting on the resolution jiaased last 
sepsion, and moved by himself and 
seconded by Mr. Seiiiliii, in rofoience to 
boring for water by tho artesian process, 
all ho could say is that tho covornniont 
has pursued a wiser and hotter iilan in 
the course tlioy have adopted this pres- 
ent session, by placing a sum on the esti- 
mates ^f |g3,0O0, to test wlietlier it will be 
a ImocesB or not. (Hem-, hear.) He did 
n6t wish to make any remarks about the 
,Jipn. member for Cpmox while he was ab- 
|e'nt from his rtoati>'^tij}t,'tlmt* Koni gentle- 
tnkn, who had prided himaolf on his elo- 
quence and delivery, had been more 
forcible in his remarks tlmii pidito or par- 
liamentary, and tho elu(pieiicu liad from 
him would be a credit to Billiiigagate fish 
market or tho back slums of Liverpool. 
(Loud applause.) 

Mr. Somlin said his' colleague had 
misinterpreted his remarks in reforencu 
to tho roads. What he liad saitl was (liat 
the linunvu ininistor's claim that Britiali 
ColUtnbia' was as well provided with roads 
as any part of the world must ItAve been 



derived from observation in Victoria 
district. 

Mr. .iohn miioh regretted the r^m^rks 
made by thu hon. membor for Yale in 
regard to tho vote for the district which 
he had th^ honor to represent. Tliat hmi. 
gentleman had not baaeil hia atatements 
on ncciiiacy, hut simply for tlie purpose 
of t t'liintiiig the mombers of thu govern- 
ment and the ilistrict's representatives. 
Fie w as (|uite sin e that if the hou. meiii- 
bor tin- Yale waa leader (jf the govern- 
meiit a.-id he (Mr. .fohn) a supporter of it, 
he would most graciously and condescen- 
dingly grunt him the small sum of §7,500 
for road.s, atreets and ' bridges 
(hear, hear.) Victoria diatrict had as 
mucli real eatate tax as this great 
district of Vale, which ie([uired 
so niucli of tlio revenue, and if tlioy had 
a railway through the diatrict they would 
pay into the treasury as much roveiuio as 
Yale district. (Hear, hear.) Its popu- 
lation coiiipriaed lliree thousand peoiilo, 
among whom wero some of tho oldest 
piiuieors, and were the first agriculturists 
of the iirovince, producing tlto finest 
crops and utilizing the best machinery. 
(Hear, hear.) They were adjacent to tho 
cajiit.il and it waa Imt riLjht that they 
should have the prupcr means uf com- 
munication with tho city. If tho roads 
in tliu district wero pLicod in a proper 
state of repair it woulil take at least §25,- 
000, and surely the district was entitled 
U) the siuull Hum accorded it. (Hear, 
hear.) He did not consider that he re[ue- 
soiitiji,! \' ictoria district, or Vancouver 
Island, but eamo to this house as a repre- 
3entat i\'e fif the proviu'cej and he trusted 
that tlie.persiihaUtiea which had been in- 
dulgetl in this session would be discon- 
tinued ••md ni.it I era of biisineas attended 
to. (Applau.se.) 

Mr. Somlin aaiil that his remarks the 
I)rovi(MiR day were taken from the chief 
coiuiuissioiiers rejiort. He refoired to 
'he number of roads in Victoria olistrict 
in comparison with those in tho interior, 

Hon. Mr. Tumor— I intended replying 
to the remarks of the hon. ineuilier for 
(Joniox, wliicli have \u;vii extieiuely jter- 
auiial towards iiie, but 1 see he has de- 
.sertetl liis post. 

lion. Mr. Davie— 1 wilUgo out after 
him. 

Hon. i\Ir. Robaun — He desires to avoid 
merited castigalion (hear, hear). 

Mr. Speaker said that hon. members 
could go in and out of the house as they 
pleased. 

Hon. Mr. U.ivie (who bad gone out to 
hunt for the ah.sunt lueiiiber) entered and 
aaid "He won't come." (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Turner — 1 don't desire to 
jnuke any remarks with the member for 
Comox absent. I will wait another time. 

Mr. Beavensaid he would say .lomo- 
tliing on this resolution. 

Mr. Allen— Why don't, you toll ua 
something about tho reijort of yesterday's 
row in Tub Oolo.nist this morning? 

Mr. Beaven — It was your motion which 
brought the matter from tho oblivion to 
which it . would have been justly con- 
siprned. -With reference to your position 
in the house, I might say a great deal- 
as you at one time occupied a position of 
opposition to the government and to your 
present ctdleague, because you thought he 
was instrumental in having j'our sou dis- 
charged from tlie position of roadniastor. 
I might road letters from you attacking 
them. 

Mr. jUlon — 1 could road some from you 
of eiiual interest. (Laughter.) 

Mr. B«aven~Your Buj)port is altogether 
guitled by tho amount you can got. lio- 
terring to the warrant (piestion, Mr. 
Beavoii claimed that the finance minister 
was wrong in his contention with regard 
to their accuracy, and when it was shown 
him he should have had the manliness to 
have acknowledged his error. The lin- 
auce ministdr's personal ' retaakks' agaihst 
the hon. member for Comox wero the 
most uncalled for and disreputable that 
ho had listened to in this house. (De- 
risive laughter.) Ho thought tho gov- 
ernment were remiss in not complying 
with the res(jlution of 1887, suggesting 
that a bonus be offered for artesian wells. 

ftu.JARrfcuL-M[^Wf)i!il3 just 'call iWM at- 
tention' of the hon! 'gentleman £o tlie fact 
that there is an item in tho estimates of 
$3,0(X) for artesian wells for the purpose 
of testing the theory, which is a far bet- 
ter method: than by bonus. (Hear, hear. ) 

Mr. Beaveti said ho yrw aware of the 
fact. Referring again to thai .Warrants 
and Mr. DdCoBi4o8'''aeci?unt'^ of his mis- 
sionary tour, Mr. Bieaven claimed that 
the accounts wero correct in every parti- 
cular, and that the wholo pro- 
ceedings had been carried out 
upon a perfectly legitimate basis. He 
claimed that thero were hundreds of cases 
in the present g^ve'riiment'a, accounts 
where-monies were paid^ without proper 
warrants. The payment of 5137,500 to tho 
Canadian Pacific railway for the branch 
line into New Wcatininster had been il- 
legally [j.-iid out uf the treasury, and any 
citizen could go into the aupremo court 
and sue the governuient meinbers for it. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — You ought to 
sue. ,(Laug)i.t.er,X . -.. , - , 

Mr. Beaven again referred 'to the 'ab- 
stract, which tho linanco minister claimed 
was a warrant. Referring to tile remarks 
of the hon. iiieiuber for Victoria district 
in reference to the roads in that district,^ 
Mr. Beaven said that the residents were 
elainiiiig that the roads were in a'lkad con- 
dition and tho mohlei firiglfflred 4|'«ry. ') 

Hon. Mr. Davie^-They \lere giving you 
tall'y (laughter.) 

Mr. Beaven claimed that in some places 
there waa one boss to one man (laughter), 
and ho believed that in one case two bos- 
acH to one man. He again apoko of the 
position of the iiienibor for Lillooot. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — You said you 
would never ait on the same side as Mr. 
Humphreys. (Hoar, hear, and lauglit ) 

Mr. Beaven — That is not so. You 
many things that you don't believe. You 
can't prod.uce.'proof. ^ • v, 

Honi Mr. ? Dinsmuir— You challenge 
nie 1 

Mr. Beavon — Yes, I do. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — Well, you will 
ruinombor after the mass meeting in tho 
city hall on tho Kootenay bill, you walk- 
ed homo with mo. Wo wore friends then 
(laughter.)

Humphieys. you would never siton either 
tho opposition or governniont aide with 
him ai;aili, and yet you are now alongside 
of liim. (CJi-eat laughter. ) 

Mr. Beaven deiiietl that the statoment 
was correct, but even if it waa so tho hon. 
gcntloinan should not roiioat a private 
conversation, 

Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir— You challenged 
nie to do it. 

Mr. Beaveh— 1 never challenge any 
one. Referring to tho ministers of tho 
crown, he claimed that it was nocoasary 
in tho interests of the provinco, that they 
should dovoto their solo attention, as ho 
had when in oflico, to t'.ioir dopartuioiits. 
Tho attoriioy-gonoral had his private prac- 
tice, the finance minister had hia business 
to- attend to. Tho provincial soerotary 
attended to his private aiicculations. 

Hon. Mr. Robaon, (who apparently had 
been lulled to sleep by tho dulcet tones of 
the leader o£ the opi>oBition), rose up and 



aaid that he had made a point to ho at his 
olUcp at 8:30, took half an hour for lunch, 
'soihelimes none at all, and waa nt inn nf- 
Hco until five or six, and often attended 
to oliiciid businesf) in the evening. Ue 
would like to know'hdw'he' neglected' the 
public business. 

Mr._ Anderson said the leader of tho 
opposition had referred to tho ,vay the 
roads were managed in Victoria, district. 
He was. glad the hon.' ganflemau had 
called attention to the matter and ho 
would try to set him right about it, well 
knowing from whence ho derived his in- 
formation. It had been stated that tho 
main roads tt, Saanich. were in a bad state, 
which was acknowledged, but in explana- 
tion ho would refer tho hon. geiitleniaii 
to the report of tho hon. chief comniia- 
aioner of lands and works as to the w.iy 
tho appropriation to the district waa ex- 
ponded. (It would bo seen th;it i he work 
liad boon advertised, and neaily every 
time the contract had been awarded to the 
lowest toiideror; but where it couM be 
done to better advantage by day labor, 
directlj' under tho supervision of'tbq over- 
seer, that system prevailed." ^The state- 
ment abcmt one boss to two men, was 
simply absurd, as only one suporintond- 
ent had boeni employed for the 
whole district, and that gentle- 
man had given the greatest satis- 
faction, by judiciously distributing 
and expending tho money grant over the 
district, whore most needed, 'j'lie rock 
crusher not having arrived in time to do 
much seryi.oe laskyl9BU5vib.was found to be 
a waste of money to put the poor grav- 
el (found between the city boundary and 
the Royal Oak) on the road. It was 
deemed most oconoiuical to blast ho iiiuoli 
atone as was possible hist fall, and 
crusii and place it on the main road this 
spring, which it is liojied will greatly im- 
|jr(jve that much used highway. But 
when it is considered that there are be- 
tween ono and two hundred miles of roada 
in the district it can easily be seen that, 
with an appropriation of some eight thou- 
sand dollars, no great length of road can 
be macadamized in any ono year. Notwitli- 
slandiiig the remarks of the loader of the 
opposition, tho roads of the district goii- 
erally contrast very favorably now to 
what tliey <lid at tho time ;that hon. gen- 
tlemiui was in jiower, 6u. account of more 
liberal appropriations and more judicious 
expenditure. (Ap])lause.) 

Mr. Alien took the leader of tho op- 
position to task for his meanness while in 
tho office of chief commissioner, and 
charged him with being the cause of the 
luftjority of the .accidents, which liad oc 
curred on^^Uie main brunk road. He 
related an incident where the people 
had frequently petitioned for repair.s 
to a point on the road above Yale, tlieie 
being thirteen teams at tho latter tow n 
waiting to proceed. The then chief coiii- 
niiasioner's reply to those urgent rcqueats 
was that his information was dilleient to 
that sent by the petitioners. The team- 
ster* finding that nothing was going to be 
done, started up t'-e road, and the first 
team — consisting of eight mules and a 
valuable cargo —went over the bank into 
tho Fraser river at the point complained 
of, losing everything in the' outlit and 
making the teamster a bankrupt, causing 
him to le^V^ ths^oounfc^. /Ories of 
"shame,'')" On anbtlibr iXicasKin tJie pres- 
ent hoii. leader of the opposition, while 
in Lillooet, borrowed a splendid whale- 
boat, drifted vn a rock and smashed the 
bi>at to atoms, flo promised to pay $100 
for it, but had never done so, though the 
incident occurred fifteen years ago. 
(Laughter.) Another case of meanness 
was when that hon. gentleman had refused 
to pay a contractor for work fulfilled, 
though the latter held a receipt from tho 
road superintendent that the work hud 
been done according to contract. The 
contractor was only paid on the present 
government coining into power (apiiluusu. ) 

Mr. John, in reply to the disparaging 
remarks made by the loader of the op- 
position reupectin^ Victoria district, said 
that he)feie aujrprujed) !fori[>no .'one knew 
bettor than ttTe leader of the opposition 
that Victoria district required roads. It 
was only tho other day that the hon. gen- 
tleman h.-id told him (Mr. .John) that a 
deputation had waited upon him and bit- 
terly conij)lained about tho 8t<ite of the 
reads in Victoria district. He certainly 
expected the support of tUat'lion.' gentle- 
man when the appropriation ' for that dis- 
trict came up. He regretted to inform 
tho house that bocjiuso Saanich had re- 
turned Messrs. Tolmie and Robertson in 
opposition to the then .government, the 
chief commissioner, Mr. Beaven, cut 
Saanich off with only ^136 for 1876, 
though §6,000 had been voted'for it. He 
was sorry to state this, but such was the 
case. (Applause.) 

Hon. T. Davie said that .so far the 
opposition had cmeigcd from this debate 
with infinite discredit to themselves. In 
default of lejjitiinato cause of attack tlioy 
had to descend tu personal abusp and one 
of tho f6i»mbstfo{ bhb.i^'nuidb^f 
mode of attAck ' liad rushed out of the 
house so as to avoid meeting his deserts. 
Tho leader of the opposition had expressed 
himself as afraid that certain documents 
would bo abstracted from tho govomnletit 
ollicea. Tho only experience he (Mr.

In 187(i a 
select committoo was fti)pointed to on- 
qiiiro into tho facts coiinoctod with thu 
"disappearance" of a letter .registered 
2651 in the lands and works department, 
and which letter was last traced to Mr. 
Boavon's hands. The ast<junding atate- 
nioiit was made in that report that during 
Mr. Beavon's oocupancy of that ollico it 
"was not unusual for letters to bo lost in 
that department, many instances of letlei.s 
having disappeared having been enumerat- 
ed."

THE MATSQUl BILL. 

To the Editor: — Any ono would think 
from rending the Times' editnrial and the 
letter of Mr. C. B. isword on the above 
subjuct that tlie promoters of the yumas 
dyking project, wiiu ten years ago 
olitained a charter to build a dyke and 
chargo assessments tliorcfor, had faith- 
fully-completed their contract, and that 
tlie' settlers having.now reaped the advan- 
tage and had thoir lands reclaimed by the 
dyke wore bringing in an act to sneak out 
of p.-ivmeiit. 

The facta, however, are widely dilteront. 
Eveiy oiui will agree that when once a 
contract is made and tiikes tho shape of a 
private bill,othe. public honor should for- 
bid its alteration by cither party to the 
barg.'iin. 

I'nder tho Sumas dykiny act, 1878, 
Mr. Derby, whoso interests have devolved 
upon Mr. Sword, undertook to dyke tho 
Mat.s(jui ijrairie, and to reclaim tlie land 
from the ovortlow ot the I'raser Uivor, 
ami in so doing to ahido by certain speci- 
ticatictna wliich had l)een prepared and 
were in the land oihce. In eonsidumtion 
of this work the act aut'.iorized him to 
charge the settlers .-md 50 per acre, 
payable in four ;ind nine years, and car- 
rying interest at 8 per cent. ])er annum. 
'I'lie work was to be couqilutcd and tho 
land reclaimed within two yean; ,»nd no 
interest was to lio payaljle indess the dyke 
was half completed by 1st July, 187iJ. 
Should the dylce fail to reclaim the land, 
not on account of its insufKciency but 
through other causes, such a.s llood- 
iiig by back-water, one-half only 
of the asaossuient was to be collectable. 
The promotei-.s also were to receive 
a grant of U,000 acres of choice govern- 
ment land on tho prairie. Now, how the 
prblmotors carried out thoir undertaking 
is sliown by tho rojiorts of Mr. Gore and 
Mr. Navarre, the surveyor and govern- 
ment engineer, which reports are j)ub- 
lished in the Sessional papers for 1881, 
from which it apj-.car.s that tlie dyke was 
placed all the way from 20 to 100 feet Uh> 
near tho river — was l.'trgely ljuilt of sand, 
through whidb'theiwaterMvould --stcain' as 
tiirough a sieve — aiiid was almost entirely 
out of accord wirh specitication. It is 
true that some of the deviations from 
.^pecitjcatioiis were partiallj- reiiiedieil 
to the .sati.sfactinn oi another 
engineer afterwJin.U sent up by 
the governmeiit — but tho utter 
inutility and failure of the dyke is incon- 
trovertibly'proved by the fact that never 
for a single season since the dyke wa.s 
attemptotl has the water of the Kr.a.ser 
been exclu.lod. It i.s cl.'iiuied by the 
promoters of the undertaking that they 
iiavo expended S(iO,OOU in this wretched 
eiiteriiriso and possibly they have, but 
this expenditure has been more than 
nunibursed by the government grant of 
G.OOO acres which they havo received and 
which tho prospectus of tho M,Tt.s<pii 
Land Co. states to bo now worth more 
than SIO and if dyked worth from S2i) to 
.S-IO per acre. 

Now for tho ])ublic honor, which should 
forbid the iuterferunco with a private bill. 
Tho promoters of tho .Sumas Dkying Act. 
in conjunction with the very mon who 
now claim to havo advanced their capital, 
came before the Legislature with .' an 
amendment in ISS'i. The settlers to a 
man opposed it. and when jiaHsod peti- 
tioned for its disidlowance. This nefar- 
ious measure broke down all the safe- 
guards recorded tho settlers hy tho act (jf 
1878. Instead of absolute liability to re 
claim — as provided by tho contract— it 
made it incumbent only to protect for 
two years, an utterly iiisuflicient test, as 
every one knows that for several years at 
a time there ia no high water of any im- 
portance ill the h' laser; it allowed the 
promoters to deviate fi om the plans and 
spocitications instead of confining their 
promoters to tbeni ' as doiio by the 
first act, it struck out of tho (jriginal act 
that only one-half of the assessments 
should becdiiic jiiiyable in case of failure 
and itvalid.ited the line of levee placed in 
some instances JOO feet too near the wa- 
ter and which, consec|ueiitly, before m.any 
years must inevitjibly be wualied into the 
river. And those are tho persons 
who aro prating about the sacred rights of 
a ])rivato hill, but whO whSn their inter 
est.1 reipiired rode- through these rights 
rough shod.

THE MAT«QUI DYKB. 

To THE Editor: — A bill, entitled "..\.n 
Act for the Relief of tlio Settlers nnd 
Owners of Land upon Matsqui Prairie," 
will shortly come up for second readinff in 
the local'house, and I ask your permission 
to draw alleutiou to two facts involved in 
this measure with the view of showing 
that its passage will siibject great in justice 
whore the' house should rather — ft any- 
thing — stHve to. render support and assist- 
anoe; but it will alao tend to seriously 
injure the credit of the province abroad, 
and that credit wo may nil of us now fool 
proud of, and it should be our jealous care 
that nothing should be done to in any way 
jeopardize or hazard it. 

If I o-»n make niy two points good, I 
trust, sir, I shall have tho ablo support of 
your paper ijj opposition to the bill. {, 

There is little need to entisi^UiiO'a long 
histotyof the Matsqui dyke.- Two acts 
wore pjwscd in ruTorenco to it, 
Olio in 1878, nnd an amending 
act in 1883. Moat of ua know that 
Mr. Sword brought thu worJt to iin 
apparently succossful completion in 1881, 
that be spent some $65,0OQ on it, and 
thab the first act the.rlands' beaefited 
te^ the dyke now subject to a charge or 
assessment towards tho coat of its con- 
struction; a smivU piirt of this only wns 
paid. In tho oxtraordiniivy high water of 
1886 tlie dyke gavo wiiy in placos; but Mr. 
Sword ongiigtd to ropiiir tho dyko and 
agruL'd to postpone tiio collection of the 
n)ain part of thu charges on the land until 
this was done. However, ho was nnablu 
to.carry^out his engagumont before this 
year, but.hiliB recently cunipleted arniuge- 
mehts with a company to repair thu dyke. 
And now — with evory prospect of having 
his groat work completed — ia brought in 
the act named above, which, if ]>as3ed, 
will be an act of tho greatest injustice to 
. one whose energy and enterprise tlesorvu 
very different treatment. By this act the 
dyke must stand the^ twd^ high'^wateis im- 
mediately after this year; if iflloes liol" 
tho Buttlcrs are relieved from all existing 
charges or any payment whatever. Tiiore- 
fore, if any unforaeon, possible, non- 
prevontablo accident should occur to tho 
dyke, or should s(jmo ovil disposed |)orHon 
wilfully do a slight damage to tho dj'ke 
when under pressure from high water, 
and thereby cause a breach, no matter 
how small (and it looks ns if a premium is 
practically (iflfored to do or aiuse this to 
DO done) then all tho ch irgos are wijied 
out and Mr. Sword may whistle for the 
reinbursoment towards his heavy expun- 
dituro which an act of parliament had 
guaranteed him. 

It ia not to be forgotten that those 
settlers who are now endoavoritig to create 
a loop hole by the. aid of the legis- 
lature through which to creep out of their 
just indebtedness are tho very men 
who petitioned Parliament for the Act of 
1878, to enable tlie dyke to be under- 
taken; who also are aware that a stn^ng 
company is about to fullill all tlie re- 
quirements of that and the amending act, 
8nd?wh6, therefore;' know th<it these hiiida 
are about to receive all the benefits they 
petitioned for, and towards the cost of 
obtaining which they willingly agreed to 
contribute. If their act passes and snuio 
trivial break occurs in tho dyko before 
the end of 1890, they will obtain not cjnly 
all these benefits free of cost, but also ex- 
emption from contributing towards the 
cost of maintaining the dyke after it has 
been repaired, while the value of their 
lands will be raised from about $10 to 
?40 or §50 per acre. The total amount 
of asaes.iments originally charged against 
these lands at Matsqui was aoino §10,000, 
nnd the petitions for thu above act repre- 
sent but some ^),600 of that amount, 
while the petitions opposed to any ini»r- 
ference with tho existing acts are numer- 
ically; jltronger and represent a greater 
amount of charges and acreage. Why, it 
may be asked, should tho liunso legislate 
in favor of the minority of those interest- 
ed against the express wish of the major- 
ity? 

I now come to the second pohit to 
which I referred. The right of Mr. 
Sword to these charges^pr aa'Beas&eiitii^t^tyB 
created by the act of 1878. They became 
a statutory charge on these lands, and as 
such were considered to be valid security, 
by a corporation of foreign cjvp- 
italists. This corporation advanced 
Mr. Sword money for his undertaking 
on the security so created, and which 
Beourify would.be seriously, jeopardized, 
if 'not altogether obliterated, if "this pro- 
posed act passes, and I .sliould think it a 
,inatter the London 7V»i(!.s and other finan- 
cial papers in England would soon take 
up. I assume that it may be taken as an 
aiioin that the rights of jiarties to parlia- 
mentary securities should bo left to the 
decision of the courts and tliat such se- 
curities should on no account be tampered 
v.'ith by the legislaturu after they iiavo 
been negotiated. If otherwise, what be- 
comes of the security of tho holders of 
the provincial loans, city debentures, or 
of other securities created by the local 
house 'I This act, if passed amounts .to 
nothing less than a ' ' repudiation ~ by 
tho province after a time limit of' se-' 
curitics it has created.

M(ni. IMr. Umisijiuir said although the 
previous speaker had occH|)ied the 'floor 
for nearly an hour lio had really uttered 
only about half a dozen intelligible sen- 
toiicos. (Laughter.) He had referred to 
the reasons for the hon. member for ■ Lil- 
looot's supporting tho government, but he 
(Mr. Dunamuir) could tell of the sub- 
stantial rea'sona the menibor for Cassiar 
had in supjiorting the leader of the op- 
position. (Hoar, hear.) Now as to the 
expenditure of revenue. This govern- 
ment h'ad done more to benolit the coun- 
try in one month than tho Beaven'gov- 
eriiinent had in two years. As to the 
money' being squandered, ho had never in 
all his experience seen money B(pianderod 
as it had been by the leader of tho oi)- 
poaition when he was in pow(n', and if he 
had remaineil in power till the present 
time the country would bo bankrujit.

Mr. Allen rose to correct the .statement 
made by tho loader of the opposition with 
reference to a road being built through 
his hay meadow. That statement was 
an untruth, and anyone who said so knew 
it WHS utterly false. 

Hon, Mr. Vernon said thr. loader of the 
opposition was taking exactly the position 
to alienate the sympathy of the country.

He enumerated the 
many miles of roads in , thejvarious (lis- 
ti ietson the mainland and. the island, and 
the great outlay required to keep:them 
in an efficient state of repair. 

Hon. Mr. Robaon said he did not feel 
iiiclineil to reply to the frivolous charges
